In view of the Appeal Brief filed on 9/08/2008, and upon further review of the disclosure and 
prosecution history, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY REOPENED. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent Claims 1,5 and 9 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record since the cited 
references taken alone or in combination to not teach or surest: a tape drive comprising: "a means 
for allocating a blank area for transpose writing on a magnetic tape; a means for identifying a data timeout wherein a 
data timeout occurs if buffered data are not detected within a specified period of time; and a means for performing^ in 
response to the data timeout, a single repositioning of the tape and ii'riting a transposed data block to the allocated 
blank area, wherein the transposed data block contains the same content as the first plurality of data sets" in 
combination with the other limitations in the claim.
